Hongkong, April 17.—The steamer 


Brynhilde, which arrived from Bang- 
kok, reports three Russian cruisers

searching the vessel allowed her to 
proceed. The captain counted thirty- 
three Russan warships which appear- 
ed to be in good condition 'and steam- 
ing northeast at a rate of ten knots. 
Cape -Padaran Is one hundred and fif- 
ty miles northeast of Saigon.

course indicates the fleet is headed 
lor the Formosa strait.

DID NOT HEED FATHER'S 
ADVICE-SHOTS EXCHANGED 


Michigan Sire Killed In Attempt To Prevent 


The Elopement Of His 


Sons. 


Muskegon, Mich,, April 17.—A far.;- 


ily feud dating back forty years and a. 
courtship anci attempted elopement 
culminated in a duel Sunday in. which 
Clinton McGann, aged. G5, was killed, 
and his son, Clinton, Jr., wounded by 
a bullet from his father's Vine. The 
tragedy took place at Walkeryille. a 
trading station thirty miles north of 
here. 


The two sons of McGann have been 


keeping company with t\vo school 
teachers, and the courtship was op- 
posed by the father, who threatened 
to kill the sons if they persisted. 
Another factor also enters Into- the 
case. Dennis McGann. brother of the 
dead man lives on an adjoining farm, 
and for two years the two families 
have been at outs over a line fence 
dispute. 
Several times guns, have 


been displayed and fatalities averted 
only after several shots had been flrecl. 


Father Opens Fire. 


Saturday nlght'the two. sons defied 


to run away and eiupe'wltu''the s'c.Tjol 
teachers. The uncle of the boys gave. 
them money and the rig. , As they 
were going out of their uncle's yard, 
prepared to run away, the father saw 
them. He went back in the house, got 
a rifle and opened fire on the two 
boys, 
f he horse topple,d over" dead 


in its tracks. 
The two sons opened 


fire.on.their father.with revolvers. 


Uncle Joins <'n the Fight 


The firing aroused Dennis McGann, 


the uncle, and he appeared on the 
scene armed. 
The firing continued 


and the father fell mortally wounded 
across a large stone which he had 
dragged up for a barrier. 
His body 


was borne to the house and 'Sheriff 
Giddings of Oceana county summoned. 


Dennis McGann. brother of the dead 


man, is in custody of the sheriff. The 
two sons have not beeen apprehended. 


It is alleged that the dead man once 


shot a fellow worker OB the'log booms 
at Pine Lake, Mich.

free coinage of sliver and gold and 
the nation is now officially on the 
gold basis. 
To all intents and pur- 


poses this basis has been maintained 
since" the first 'of the present year, 
through the steps taken by the gov- 
ernment trward a stable currency. 


The; Mexican government has giv- 


en the'currency question a final touch 
by creating an exchange and currency 
comroission, composed of the presi- 
dent, "the secretary 
of finance, the 


treasury general, the mint director, 
three bank representatives and four 
representatives of government inter- 
ests. | Daily.sessions of the executive 
board of this commission will be held 
to watch the passing of the historic 
Mexican dollar and the operation of 
the gold standard. 


Those Americans called into consul- 


tation by the Mexican government on 
the1 monetary question urged, from the 
beginning the advisability of a gold 
exchange fund, the adoption of which 
has strengthened 
business relations 


between the two republics.

Gotham Health Officer Tells Of The Increase 


As Due To Living Too Past. 


THE RATE HAS DOUBLED SINCE I860

Say Strain Of Modern Life Is Too Severe For The Average 


Human Being To Withstand For Any

New York, April 17.—In the last 


three months the number of sudden 
deaths in the borough oC- Manhattan 
have been much larger than in any 
similar period in the history of thj 
city. 
i 


In the last eighteen months a cor- 


responding increase has .been noted. 
A large proportion of this increase 
may be traced directly- to heart af- 
fections and other diseases growing 
out of the tense life,we are leading. 


Dr. Henry p. Loomis says 'Of the 


heart and allied diseases:. 


"Increase, increase, nothing but in- 


crease in ttie, percentage of mortality 
year by year. In 1S61 the death rate 
was only 13% per cent, and In 1904 
27 per cent. I believe the figures this 
year maintain this ratio of increase. 


Live Too Fast. 


"There ' can be no question," con- 


tinued Dr. Loomis. "that the hurry- 
skurry of modern life in th'is city is re- 
sponsible for .this unfortunate state 
of affairs. Life is lived too fast. Men 
eat too fast, work too hard, play too 
hard. All this involves' strain. Nerv- 
ous strain in time involves heart or 
other organic trouble. Then the vic- 
tim falls dead " 
, 


While the increase in the rate of 


sudden deaths began some eighteen 
months ago it was not until within 
the last month that special attention 
was'directed to it. • 
' 


The authorities regarded it as mere- 


ly a passing1'wave that would pass in 
£jood time, and that the figures would 
-regain" the 'normal' sooner'or "later. 
They did not regain the normal; in- 
stead they increased month by month. 


Look Into Conditions. 


/"In the-last few months," said Cor- 
oner's Physician- Albert T. Weiton, 
"the matter was brought more closely 
to our attention through the fact that 
wo were working morning and night on 
cases of sudden death. 
Then it was 


we began to look into conditions, and 
at last 'decided 'that the increase sim- 
ply was the 'logical and natural result 
of present day life in this city.. 
In 


1904 there were more than 3,000 cases 
of men falling dead or dying hardly 
less suddenly from heart failure and 
such diseases. 
This is 
500 more 


cases 
of 
the 
kind 
than 
were 


r.oted In any other year. In the months 
of January, February and March there 
were 1,700 cases to which our atten- 


tion "was~OsneZ7, antr^hlfi Tar-tweeds 
the figures for a similar period of any 
previous year. 


Overwork Their Heart*. 


"Persons are In, too great a hurry. 


They live to fast. This fact need not 
be 
deduced entirely 
from sudden 


deaths from unnatural causes. Acci- 
dent, suicide, even murder results 
from the present tenseness of life. 


"It is necessary for scientists to 


point out the fact that the present 
day life in this city is a killing one," 
said Dr. Edward S. Spitzka. 
"The 


facts are perfectly patent to the veri- 
est layman. Men drop dead nowadays 
whose hearts, under ordinary condi- 


j tlons, were good enough to last 100 
years. Mind you, I do not say they 
are perfect, but they are good enough 
for all practical purposes. 


Victims of Hurry. 


"But what do they do? 
"Hurry home, eat their meals so 


swiftly that the food is but-half mas- 
ticated, washed down by a glass or 
eeveral glasses of water, then go out. 
Something happens to excite them or 
arouse other deep emotions-and then 
—crack goes the heart. 
They fall 


dead. 
Men die that way, men. with, 


nothing radically wrong -w.ith their 
hearts that we can discover, victims of 
hurry, indigestion, nervous excitement 
and shock. f 


"The 
heart is crone to shocks and 


the times certainly supply 'them." • 


Disease It New 'Yorkltlt. 


Dr. John H. Girdner feels-as though 


the mantle of a-prophet-'fell .on hia 
shoulders, when he-' wrote -his book, 
"New: Yorkitls," some 'years' 
ago. 


Many, baleful prediction* therein con- 
tained are now in process .of verifica- 
tion. 
Dr. Girdner declares the in- 


crease of sudden 'deaths in this city 
in the last few months struck him as 
being nothing short -of 'phenomenal. 


"New York," says Dr, -Girdner, "at 


the present time is not reproducing 
itself. 
We are living swiftly, dying 


'swiftly. 
Were it not 'for the influx 


from out of town the decrease in pop- 
ulation would soon be noted. But as 
it is,.for one New Yorker that dies 
two strangers take up abode in the 
city, and thus the loss Is not noted. 


"New Yorkers are% driving them- 


selves and'are being driven.like beasts 
of burden. 
They are ..working like 


.dynamos all day, playing like idiots 
at night."

and the regulations under which they 
are administered, 
fraud 
laws .and 


.while their letter may be 
observed 


their spirit can be violated-, and the 
men who receive government patents 
under them, in the great majority of 
cases, have no right in equity to the 
land. It is a question whether taken 
as a whole five per cent of the tim- 
ber and stone entries are .actual bona- 
fide claims in which the' entry man 
carries out his part of the contract 
In strict compliance with the spirit 
of the timber and stone act. The des- 
ert land act and the 
commutation 


clause are not so universally fraudu- 
lent in their operation 
but the vast 


preponderance of claims under them 
are to a 'more or less extent frauds 
and do not in any full sense comply 
with the spirit of these laws which 
requires settlement and homemakmg. 


So that even should the govern 


ment be ,able to make out its cases 
and fine and imprison'every man in 
dieted for land frauds, the great bulk 
of fraudulent 
land dealings, would 


continue. exacUy the same. 
The ac- 


tivities of the department will .simply 
make land and timber men careful to 
evade the laws and not.criminally vi- 
olate them. .The

imust be.revised,if. honesty is to be 
expected in -land matters.

days ago 
from 
the 
Blue Trading 


Stamp company of Chicago to insert 
an advertisement 
announcing 
that 


they would close their business in 
Janesvlllo on 
the following 
Satur- 


day. 
The 
announcement- was not 


published, as merchants who are'In- 
terested claimed that it would injure 
them, and also stated 
that the'pro- 


posed action of the company was the 
rosjilt of a disagreement which would 
be'settled in a day or two. 'Inasmuch' 
as no further action has 
been taken j 


the matter has probably been fixed up 
to the satisfaction of the parties in- 
terested. 


This little incident uncovered some 


things regarding 'the 
extent of the 


trading stamp business, which were 
a 
revelation. 
The 
merchants of 


Janesville are sending out of the city 
In clean cash every month, from $400 
to $500 to be invested in cheap fur- 
niture and other kinds of plunder, 
to give away as a premium for trade. 


This is an advertising tax pure and 


simple, and the scheme, which is fill- 
ing the coffers of the companies is 
costing Janesvile business men not 
less than $5,000 a year. 


So far as results are concerned, 


experience 
has demonstrated' that 


the scheme is a failure. 
In many 


cities the merchants have organized 
in an agreement to abandon it.

prominent Janesville merchant said, 
the other day'that he hoped the stamp 
company would retire from the field, 
and he was a liberal patron.

Janesville. and while he -has found 
many matters that need attention, he 
•will make no formal complaints on. 
his present trip, having 
cautioned 


the men violating .the law and on 
their promise of remedying the mat- 
ters, will await developments.

speaking of Janosville conditions, Mr. 
Lohnholt said: 


Hi* Statement 


' "I find the greatest trouble in the 
tobacco warehouses, 
where . young 


girls under the state working age are 
allowed to labor. 
The conditions in 


these shops are the worse. . Last Sat- 
urday I remarked to one warehouse- 
man that he was running a kinder- 
garten. 
He replied that' he thought 


he would be allowed to employ these 
children on Saturdays and when told 
he could not; promised to rectify his 
error p.t once. 
I have also received 


promises from several manufacturers 


• that they will protect .the set-screws 
they are now using, which, are a me- 
nace to the 'lives of the workmen. 
Taking it as a whole, however, I 
have been well treated in Janesv'ille- 
and have not found an unusual num- 
ber of violations of the state factory 
laws.

Just how merchants who buy such 


commodities as potatoes and similar 
farm produce by weight and sell by 
even measure are to. be brought to 
time is a question that is perplexing 
time is a question that .is vexing 
J. W. Richardson, recently elected to 
the office of sealer of weights and 
measures. Does p. tin peck .measure 
filled to the rim with three or four 
big tubers and much air constitute 
a peck of potatoes? And if it doesn't 
what can be done 
about 
it? 
Mr. 


Richardson intends to perform the 
duties ot his office. About a year ago 
the county board passed a resolution 
calling tor the testing of the county 
measures with those of 'the state. It 
was subsequently learned 
that 
the 
state's. official weights, and measures 
were .not in condition for the test 
and nothing was .ever done about it. 
There is now some likllhood that the 
matter will be taken up again as it 
is given out that the state's para- 
phernalia, are in readiness again. As 
soon as the comparisons and adjust- 
ments are made Mr. Richardson in- 
tends to have the city mqasures com- 
pared and start out .on his rounds. 
If H is within the law he will insist 
that .bushel measures hold the regu- 
lation sixty pounds.

The circular was headed "Eternal 


yigilance 
is the Price of 
Safety." 


The company started In on its sVscret 
tests. Engine men never knew when 
a red light would be. turned against 
them or when they would be placed 
in a position to choose between their 
own discretion and the letter of print- 
ed rules.

The campaign of "surprise tests 


not only included the use of sema- 
phore signals, but whistle signals of 
all sorts, pJacing oj! Tear-end flag- 
men, 
torpedo tests] turning fuse tests 


and all kinds of safety signals. 


The time and/places for the tests 


were kept secret. Engine 
men and 


trainmen did not know when a train- 
master, a road foreman, a superin- 
tendent or train rule examiner was 
standing behind the glare of a red 
light or in the shadow of a section 
house. 
A train rule examiner is a new_ func- 


tionary. 
The southern road' has ap- 


pointed one for every division. The 
manner in which their duties are ar- 
ranged is Illustrated In the case of 
an engineer who 
unwisely 
followed 


what he 
thought was 
"customary 


practice" instead of plainly printed 
rules. When this engineer failed in 
the surprise test he was notified to

DIPHTHEBIA. 


Itseems to be generally construed that 


my attitude toward all kinds of medica- 
tion is hostile, and that I advocate its 
utter exclusion in any and all cases, re- 
gardless 
of 
statistical 
knowledge, 


which proves beyond contradiction the 
absolute cure which it effects in vanouis 
diseases. Such, however, is erroneous 


The* progress made in medicine and 


Burgery even within the last few years, 
is something marvelous, and "the pro- 
fession" is ever performing cures which 
seem but- little short of miracles. The 
surgeon has reached what seems to be 
the-ultimathule of possibilities in his 
profession; he performs that which not 
only have made past generations stand 
In open-mouthed wonderment, but which 
even to-day seems unreasonable and be- 
yond the conception of all but himself. 
The successes which the physician and 
surgeon of to-day are achieving every- 
.where'are truly wonderful. 
\ It does not follow that because a phy- 
fcician does not cure every case which he 
is called upon to treat that medicine and 
the profession are all a humbug. The 
physician and surgeon are but human', 
and are therefore supposed to err. as all 
mortals are liable to do. There is not a 
day passes but that we leave something 
undone, or do. something which we 
should not have done, or, if we do it at 
all do it incorrectly. Then, too. if the 
doctor could effect any and every euro 
which he is called upon to attempt, the 
only safeguard against mortality neces- 
sary would be to keep a physician al- 
ways at hand. 


My aim has been to teach the laity the 


simple forms of cure which have for 
years been employed' in various diseases. 
There is no possible question but that 
the public must be benefited by these 
homely lessons, if they choose to be. 


But there are many, many "forms of 


disease whose treatment should never 
be intrusted to any but a skillful phy-' 
alcian; if one is available. In the dis- 
ease now to be considered, It Is especial- 
ly urged that a physician be called as 
soon as evidence of its presence Is 
discovered. If one is not to be had, then 
employ the fdllowing: 


If diphtheria is taken in hand as soon 


as it first appears, it is not very ha'rd to 
overcome, but if it has progressed until 
the windpipe is nearly closed, then it IB 
Indeed a serious matter. The disease, 
even after, it has reached this stage,, is 
not incurable, however. 


One of the particular features In diph- 


theria is a growth of peculiar substance 
:n the top of and extending down the 
trachea or windpipe. Tkis growth is at 
once so rapid and persistent as to ef- 
fectually close the aid passage to the 
lungs, causing' death from suffocation 
If. not arrested. 
. . . . 
. 
. 
. 


The other equally Important feature 


of the disease is a nervous construction 
of the muscles ..surrounding the wind- 
pipe. It frequently occurs that when 
the. growth itself'does not entirely close 
the air passage, 
this constriction or 


cramp completes th« work. 


The best authorities upon the subject 


ascribe the fatality of this disease quite 
equally to these.two peculiarities above 
mentioned. There are a great many 
physicians, however, who seem to lose 
sight of the nervous affection, and treat 
only the growth, regardless of the equal- 
ly fatal constriction. In this method of 
treatment, it often occurs that the nerv- 
ous affection Is Increased,by. themedica- 
tton employed to overcome the growth, 
thus actually causing death Jtrom the 
one source while directing treatment to 
the other. In treating diphtheria it is 
necessary to keep these two features or 
conditions, or the tendency toward, them, 
.equally in View, that in endeavoring to 
alleviate the one the other may not be 
aggravated, thus doing more damage 
than good. To secure a clearer and more 
precise Idea of the exact nature of these 
two features, they will be considered 
separately,' This disease is more com- 
mon among infants and adolescents; in 
fact, rarely does it attack adults; there- 
fore, In Illustrating the subject, the case 
will be referred to as though affecting a 
child. 


The tender membranes which line the 


throat of the child are continually Irri- 
tated by the cold, damp air which il 
.breathes'. This is not all the mischief 
the damp air is doing, either;' it is 
weakening the nervous system of the 
-whole body, thereby gradually produc- 
ing a feverish condition. . 


It is only natural to suppose that this 


continued Irritation is going to concen 
trate at that spot .which affords the mosi 
vulnerable point for such attack. This 
Is found In the delicate membranes of 
the trachea. .These have heretofore 
been secreting just sufficient moisture to 
keep the windpipe itself in good working 
order; but now they allow a peculiar sub 
stance to emanate from within them 
and collect on their surface. This sub 
stance does not. evaporate, nor does i 
pass off in exhalation, but adheres firm 
ly to the surface of the membranes. The 
size of the accumulation, or growth, in 
cr«ases very rapidly, until there is no 
Sufficient passageway left to permit th 
ingress and egress of the air necessar> 
to sustain life. This is the growth which 
appears, in diphtheria, at the top and 
down the trachea. 


The trachea is a cartilaginous canal, 


composed of membranes, and surround- 


jpauncnng a solution which Is Invilu- 


I able in treating thisx trouble. Take a 
1 teaspoonful of comiwon table salt, a 
tablespoonful of cayenne pepper, half 
a pint of good white wine vinegar; mix 
these thoroughly and add a pint of 
boiling water. After this has stood for 
a few minutes, strain out the pepper. 


But this solution, unaided, is not suf- 


ficient. Therefore let us see if there is 
not something which can be done in 
conjunction with this which will add 
enough power to 'it to make It capable 
of performing the difficult task required 
of it 


Place the feet in the hot bath as di- 


rected above. 
Be very careful to, give 


this bath correctly,, exercising great 
caution so as not to increase the tem- 
perature too rapidly. Leave them la 
the water for about 30 minutes. 
As 


soon as they are removed from, this hot 
bath, apply the preparation above de- 
scribed. 
Rub well with this, and the 


desired effect will soon begin'to mani- 
fest itself. 
After the feet and limbs

able solution, then our old friend, hot 
olive oil, is applied, well up to the 
knees. 
Continue the rubbing just aa

a second application of thjs treatment. 
In this way the difficulty Itself is not 
only overcome, but new. vigor Is added 
to the whole system.

T has been estimated that the life insurance companies of 


America have paid in the last forty, years.to the various . 
-states TAXES TO THE AMOUNT OF - $100,000,000 
and that at the present time the annual charge, for tho priv- 
ilege of engaging in this great beneficent enterprise amounts 


to $9.000,000. 
Such a' tax would be onerous and oppressive if these

so'.'easily cultivated and.may '.be ship- 
ped so'successfully that Its propagation 
has become a great;industry In certain 
favorable'. locations, 'notably In Bermu- 
dai which'1 seems to be peculiarly adapt- 
•ed'to Its production In unlimited 'quan- 
tities. ' illy' growins..l3. now the chief 
business In'Bermuda, und the frostlesa 
and humid island is a level stretch of 
Illy fields. There are more than 200 
farms on the Island which are devoted 
to the cultivation of this fragrant crop. 


The major part of tlie Industry con- 


sists in the raising and exporting of 
bulbs. These are shipped.to all parts 
of Europe and America, aud they are 
easily . brought Into flower by profes- 


Tho lily • plantations retain their 


beauty for several weeks. 
Finally, 


however, the stalk withers and dries 
up, and all the remaining energy o£ 
the plant is devoted to the formation 
of the bulb. During the latter part 
of June the digging begins. 
This is 


decidedly reminiscent of the annual po- 
tato digging ut the north. All the sen- 
timent attached to lily culture gives 
place to a very keen and careful .com- 
putation as to the probable outcome. 
As the bulbs are taken .from 
the 


ground they are sorted into their vari- 
ous classes by expert hands and care- 
fully packed iu boxes, each one wrap- 
ped in a protective covering of dried 
Bphagiium. 
Shipments begin ia July 


and are continued until the latter part 
of August. Undersized bulbs and those 
reserved for .next season's planting 
stock are packed in sand which has 
beon.' dried to' prevent germination. 
Thus prepared; they are permitted to 
rest for two mouths before the fall 
planting begins. 


When the lily bulbs reach the great 


importing centers they are handled 
with great promptness. The importers 
forward them in great quantities to 
seedsmen and florists, who have placed 
advance orders,.and they are then re- 
tailed to all descriptions of growers. 
The annual lily crop brings the Ber 
mudan farmers at least $250,000, and 
the bulbs and flowers retailed iu 
American cities alone amount to rnoro 
than $500,000. This seems a large sum
